said that he did uot believe that the 
field would tie truly marked until all 
;of Meade's commanders had equestrian 
statues on the Held and uot until the 
1 statue of General Ij«6 faced that of the 
Union commander while the Southern 
commanders should 
lie on both sides 
of him. 
The suggestion 
received 
vigorous applause from tile audience. 
The speaker’s reference to the groat 
good and the lasting integrity of the 
nation secured by the victory 
of th e 1 
Union arms at Gettysburg and the iii 
ti mate success of the Nortberu cause 


Mr. Boyle's address 
was impressive 
from start to finish and his conclusion 
prophesying a United States nevermore 
torn by civil conflict and nevermore 
threatened by foreign foe was met with 
hearty applause. 
HON. JOHN LAMB 
The address of the Hon. John Lamb, 
of Virginia, who is a in. icier of the 
joint committee from tile Senate ard 
House for the celebration of the semi 
centennial, was one of the greatest hits 
of oratoy and ons of the 
most th rill­ 
ing talks which bas ever 
teen given 
within the four walls of 
the Adams 
County Court House. 
Mr. 
Lamb 
reviewed 
with 
great 
feeling the southern defeat at Gettys 
burg and gave several caules for 
it. 
One of these he ascribed to the wonder­ 
ful 
enthusiasm 
manifested 
by 
the 
northern troop* due. he said, to the fact 
that they were 
defending their own 
homes. 
This same enthusiasm, 
said 
tile speaker, was shown by the sou th 
em troop* when righting un their own 
soil. 
He also cited the instance of a 
little 
boy 
declaring 
recently 
that 
General L n g stre e t must have been in ­ 
toxicated on the third day of the 
fiat 
tie. 
“ Yes, ’* cried the speaker, “ hut 
there are more ways of 
Incoming in ­ 
toxicated than 
by 
drinking 
liquor 
People become drunk with envy, with 
hatred and w ith enthusiasm. ” 
One of Mr. Lamb's statements which 
aroused the most interest was adecla*a 
tion that of the men who charged with 
Pickett not one out of thirty owned a 
slave nor bad their ancestors done so he 
fore them. He claimed slavery had lift e 
to do with the war and said the state’s 
rights contention was up|iernioat. 
Commander Gilman, of the Grand 
Army followed Mr. Lamb and 
in a 
more or less sarcastic way referred to 
a number i f the former *i>eaker'* state­ 
ments. esfiecially to bis depreciation of 
slavery as a cause of 
tile war. His 
speec h however, paid a glowing tribute 
to the valor of the Confederate Army 
and especially to tbs gallantry of Mr. 
Lamb.

OVERCHARGE 


Pleads No Defense to False Pretense 


Charge and Places H im ttlf In Hands 


of the Court. 


H arrisburg, Pa.. Ort. 1 4 —T he trial 
of Charlet* (J. W etter, of Philadelphia, 
business partner of the firm ut Payne 
A Co., contractors tor capitol altera 
lions, ended suddenly. 
T he defense put in a plea of “nolo 
c o n t e n d s ,” 
which 
nieaus 
“no 
de­ 
fense." w ithdrawing the plea of not 
guilty of false pretense in presenting 
bills for alterations at th e capitol. At 
the sam e tim e the state agreed to drop 
tho charge of conspiracy against W et­ 
ter. 
These proceedings took place at the 
opening of the Dauphin county court 
Some tim e before the hour for court 
to sit, a conference of lawyers for both 
sides was held, and after Ju d g e George 
Kunkel bad been apprised of th** agree 
ment to c lo s e the < ase, court was for­ 
mally opened. 


Decided to Withdraw Plea. 


The statem ent was then made that 
Mr. W etter desired to withdraw the 
pleu of “not guilty” of presenting pad 
ded bills for alterations to the capitol 
attic and the four departm ents men­ 
tioned in the two indictment* figuring 
in the trial. 
This statem ent was followed by the 
formal entering of a plea of nolo con- 
tdndre on the part of W etter. Tills step 
means that he does not defend the ac 
tion and places himaelf in the hands 
of the court. 
Judge Kunkel at once granted the 
request to change the plea and fixed 
next Tuesday as the tim e for making 
a decree in th# false pretense rase. 
The com monwealth, through District 
Attorney John Fox Weiss, next asked 
permission to file a nolle pros In the 
conspiracy case, in which W etter is 
indicted with the late George F. Payne. 
of Payne A Co.; the late John H. San 
derson. the furnishing contractor; th** 
late William L. Mat hues, form er state 
treasu rer; former Auditor General W. 
P. Snyder. Jam es M. Shum aker, for 
m er superintendent of public grounds 
and building*, and Joseph M Huston, 
the capitol architect. 
The basis of timt case was an a1 
leged 
conspiracy to put fraudulent 
bills through the state offices and ol*- 
tain paym ent for work which til* com­ 
m onwealth charges was not done as 
represented. 
Mr. Weiss called attention to the 
fact that Payne, Sanderson and Math 
aes are dead, Shum aker and Snyder 
were in prison, while 
Huston 
was 
about to be called for sentence All of 
these u e u but Payne had been con 
victed of conspiracy, and Mr. Weiss 
adm itted that he did not think Wetter 
could be convicted on a sim ilar charge 
growing out of the capitol contracts 
’('lie judge told him to autMiiit his mo­ 
tion in writing 
The jury was given an explanation 
of the sudden term ination of t i e n isi 
aud was dismissed with tile thanks of 
the court for attendance on the t a>e 


May Make Restitution. 


The effect of the whole proceeding 
is that W etter may be given a sen 
terne, probably light, and that his law- 
>«rs and those for th e com monwealth 
will agree upon an am ount to be paid 
the state In restitution for the amount 
alleged to have been fraudulently col­ 
lected by Payn«. 
False 
pretense 
m eans that some­ 
thing has been obtained fraudulently, 
and if an agreem ent as to the amount 
can be reached between now and next 
Tuesday, as seems 
very likely, the 
court will he asked to approve it. The 
judge will theu dispose of (lie esse 
and no other 
prosecutions 
will be 
brought against Wetter. 
W hether any more prosecutions will 
he bi ought in connection 
with 
the 
capitol scandal cannot be said now. 
The general opinion here is that the 
state got out of the affair vet y well. It 
did not have a strong case against 
W etter, and the developm ents of the 
last few days had show n it. The de­ 
fense had made a very strong cross­ 
exam ination aud the difficulties of the 
prosecution wet* increasing.

THE ANGLE OF REPOSE. 


Deptnos Wholly on the Friction of the 
Materials In Contact. 
The eagle of repose is a well known 
term In the science of mechanics, but. 
besides being used iu purely theoret­ 
ical problems, is taken into acce ti ut by 
railroad sud other engineers. 
Suppose 
that we take a brick and lay It ou a 
board and then gradually raise one 
end of the board. There will be a cer­ 
tain angle reached In time where the 
brick will not remain at rest on the 
board, but will start to slide down. 
This is termed the angle of refuse of 
the blick on the board 
It is at that 
point where the component of force 
due to gravity overcomes the resist­ 
ance due to friction between the two 
surfaces. 
Therefore the 
angle de­ 
pends entirely on the friction 
Fric­ 
tion varies with the materials In con­ 
tact. So th* angle of repose of a brick 
on a pine board would be different 
than Its angle of repose on an iron 
board. say. 
Now for the application of this In 
ordinary life. 
When a railroad cut hee 
to be made the sides have to be suffi­ 
ciently slanting to keep the earth or 
clay from caving In. 
The same ap­ 
plies when a ditch Is dug or when for­ 
tifications are built in time of war. 
The angle necessary for this la of 
course the angle of repose of the par­ 
ticular kind of material through which 
the cut is made as measured by Itself 
on Itself, as It contains millions of In­ 
dividual particle* In contact 
The an­ 
gle in this instance Is determined with 
utmost ease and simplicity. 
A pile of 
the m aterial is put Into an open cylin­ 
der, packed down slightly. Mud the cyl­ 
inder la then removed 
Of course the 
pile immediately slumps down into a 
mound with stunting sides, the angle 
of which Is the one wanted 
Thla an­ 
gle is somewhat smaller than the one 
that would he taken by compact earth 
and therefore allow* a g«*od margin of 
safety. 
There are table* got out for the en­ 
gineer to refer to. but It ta alw ays 
wiser to make a trial for every par­ 
ticular condition of the soil. for there 
are hardly two cuts made through ex­ 
actly tile sam e kind* of material in 
exactly the sam e condition.—Chicago 
Record-Herald.
